REGARDING LOCKS 


Keokuk will Prove 
Inadequate 


Capt. W. A. Thompson and river­ 
men all along the 
upper river are 
interested in the hearing conducted 
at St. Louis Monday by the United 
States army board of engineers for 
rivers and harbors to consider the 
size of the Keokuk locks and dam. 
The locks and dam are to be con­ 
structed at Keokuk, Iowa, by a com­ 
pany which already has contracted 
part of its power to the Union Elec­ 
tric Company in St. Louis, and has 
other customers in view. 
The hearing results from a pro­ 
test by river men against construc­ 
tion of the locks on plans calling 
for 95 
feet width 
and 
400 feet 
ength. 
Boat owners and those interested 
In the development of the Mississip­ 
pi river traffic contend that these 
locks would be too small and have 
asked that the original 
plan for 
locks HO by 600 feet be adhered to. 
The river men were unanimous In
